“mental” or “emotional” in an

In studying the effects of

, duced, there are mental or 
Dr. F. McCoy emotional effects which in- 
volve this “unpinchable” part. In many cases, 


the mental effects actually seem to be the more 
important of the two 


Any doctor or’ nurse taking care of many 
patients comes to realize that the patient's at- 
titude toward his trouble is very important and 


that the patient who is anxious or worried can 


be helped in a very real way by putting his mind 


at rest he unworried patient recovers much 
more rapidly than the one who is continually 
apprehensive 

Sometimes the patient gives voice to his 
fears and alarms voluntarily, | sometimes the

fore they come to the surface.

Use either the 
square stance—both feet touching 


the imaginary line, or the closed | 
stance. | 

Of course, on short shots use a 
slightly open stance. As I've said 
before, it allows for more relaxa- 
tion, which is most necessary on 
chips and run-ups. 

I wound up the 1932 season with
